Profeesional cracksmen paid their 
annual visit to Monroeville last night 
When things get monotonous in other 
parts of the county Monroeville al 
ways come« bravely to the rescue 
This morning about 2 o'clock mid 
night marauders entered Cassady 
blacksmith shop and equipped them 
selves with «11 the paraphernalia necee- 
sary for a successful raid on "burglar- 
proof " safes. They first visited the 
store of Tom Heller, 
democratic 
candidate for recorder, and after an 
hour's 
hari 
work 
blow 
open 
his 
large 
safe, 
securing 
about 
$500. The safe is a total wreck, both 
doors being shattered and the sides 
burst out, indicating a terrifi c explo. 
sion which shook the earth for blocks 
around. Not satisfied with their sue 
cess in this experiment the party pro 
ceeded to the store room of Carbolly 
& Freese. Here they repeated their 
operations and in a short time the 
office safe was open for inspection. In 
this raid they obtained $50 and a few 
valuable papers. The approach of 
day then compelled the gang to flee 
and seek seclusion. From Ed Finan 
who gave us this information, we also 
learn that the crooked gentry were 
seen on the streets of Monroeville 
yesterday, and were pointed out 
the

The report of the treasury depart- 
ment for the year ending June 30, is 
significant The receipts for the fiscal 
year 1882 were, in round numbers, 
$403,500,000, over $42,000,000 larger 
than they were the proceeding year, 
and nearly $4,000,000 larger than the 
estimate. The custom receipts were 
nearly $220.000,000, and were larger 
than during any other year in the 
history of the government, and they 
were over $20,000,000 l«iger than du- 
ring the preceeding year. There was 
a gain of nearly $11,000,000 in the in- 
ternal revenue receipts, and a like 
amount in the misoellaneous. 
The 
expenditures were ovei $2,000,000 
leas than in thv year 1880-1. 
The 
intereet-bearing debt was redueed, in 
round numbers, by $176,000,000. The 
amount of outstanding bonds actually 
paid and distroyed was $166,000,000. 
The reduction of the total debt was 
$167,000,000, and of the toUl debt, 
lees cash in treasury, was nearly $1^52,- 
000,000. 
The total interest-bearing 
debt remaining is $1,468,810,400; to» 
tal debt, $1,918,812,994; lest cash in 
the treasury, $1,688,914,460.

Robertson and King fled the town. 
The next 
the body was found in 
the river and the b^ys told their story. 
Vinegar and his daughter were ar- 
rested at once. 
Robertson was cap- 
tured at Independence, Mo., and King 
was caught near El Dorado id^d 
brought on.

On June 10th laet, a crowd of 100 
masked men surrounded the jail and 
demanded the keya of the jail which 
t)eing refused the doors, were battered 
in, the men dragged out, hurried to a 
bridge and ropes pia<^ about, their 
necks. Then, before they could remon- 
strate, they were dropped off, and 
after being sure their victims were 
dead, the lynchers quietly dispereed. 
The woman, who is known to the po- 
lice of Lawrence as a street walker of 
the lowest type, was not molested, and 
still remains in jail. 


A short time before he was lynched 
King, the colored murderer, stated to 
the sheriff that one Benjamin Fenni 
more, confined in the iail on three 
charges of burglary, had taught him 
and the other negroes all they knew 
about killing and robbing men, and 
that, in fact, be had never done any 
work of that kind until he met Fen- 
nimore. .The latter had several times

down and rob or murder. 
King 
also 
stated 
that 
Fannimore 
and himeelf were the ones who enter 
ed Mason's restaurant in Lawrence, 
several weeks ago, and stole a number 
of articles; also that they had been 
connected together in several bther 
jobs of thieving. Sheriff Asher, of 
Lav^rence, suspecting that Fennimore 
had seen the Inside of the Indiana 
penitentiary, ^lote to Warden Mur- 
dock, who sent the following reply: 


OFFICE INDIANA STATE PKISON, 
MICHIGAN CITT, June 30, '82. 


Dear Sir:—Benjamin 
Fennimore 
was sentenced June 2, 1866, for ten 
years, for attempt to murder, from 
Allen county, and discharged Septem- 
ber 22,1875, by expiration of service. 
He was 19 years old when sentencetl. 
He escaped September 18,1867, and 
was recaptured May 9, 1868. Parents 
live in Fort Wayne. Marks—a cut 
across first and second fingers of right 
hand, at first joint; a bullet hole in 
upper part of same arm; 5 feet 6| 
inches high, fair complexion, blue 
eyes; light brown hair.
